1. This office action is in reply to an amendment filed on August 20, 2004. Claims 1-39 
have been amended. Claims 1-39 are pending.

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-39 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, nnachine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claim 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the subject matter is directed to a 
non-statutory subject matter. 

5. Claims 1-34 are directed to a secure parameter generating device/method in an 
algebraic curve cryptography. The examiner asserts that the collection of information does not 
fall within the statutory classes listed in 35 USC 101. Thus, while the claimed invention may be 
labeled as a device/method it is in fact funcfional descriptive material (i.e., computer program). 
Claims 1-34 are rejected as being directed to a funcfional descriptive material (i.e., computer 
program). 
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6. Claims 35-39, are directed to a computer readable memory storing program for 
generating a secure parameter in an algebraic curve cryptography. The examiner asserts that 
the collection of information does not fall within the statutory classes listed in 35 USC 101. Thus, 
while the claimed invention may be labeled as a computer readable memory it is in fact 
functional descriptive material (i.e., computer program). Claims 35-39 are rejected as being 
directed to a functional descriptive material (i.e.. computer program). 

Allowable Subject Matter 



7. Claim 1-39 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 101. set forth in this Office action. 

8. Regarding claims 35-39, the examiner suggests replacing the preamble with: " a
